The Escanaba City Council on 
Thursday night in City Hall will 
hold public hearing o b the tenta­ 
tive 1953-54 city budget totaling 
$1,591,387.21. 
The 
total 
budgeted 
expendi­ 
tures proposed for 
the 
coming 
year are $54,862.46 
above 
the 
current year ending July I, which 
totaled $1,536,524.75. 
A balanced budget is presented 
for the coming fiscal year, with 
expenditures for the general fund 
and utilities based on anticipated 
revenues. 
General Fund Down 
In a letter of transmittal of the 
tentative budget to the Council, 
City 
Manager 
A. 
V. 
Aronson 
points out that the increasing cost 
of governmental services appears 
to be leveling off. 
T h e requests for 
the 
general 
fund 
(representing 
the 
actual 
cost of government in the city) 
are down by approximately $20,- 
000 despite 
general 
wage 
in­ 
creases, the manager reports. 
“For this reason, and because 
of 
anticipated 
revenues 
from 
parking meters, we were able to 
’.educe the two and one-half mill 
highway tax by almost two mills.” 
Capital expenditures this year 
include $20,000, which represnts 
the city’s share in the 
cost 
of 
constructing a second runway at 
the city airport. 
Tax Rate Reduced 
Because of the IO per cent In­ 
crease In assessed 
valuation 
in 
the city. Imposed by the county 
board of supervisors on all gov­

A frica has not gone so far dow n t lie road 
as Asia. W e m ay holt) to p re v en t a violent 
explosion if w e can find the h eart and the 
m eans to encourage the A frican people in 
the fu lfillm ent of their legitim ate a s p ira ­ 
tions for self-developm ent. 
If w e do n ot— if we insist on confining 
our interest to places plagued by crisis— 
then we shall surely be rew ard ed one day 
by a king-size blow up in to rm en te d A fri­ 
ca.

The Doctor Says ... 


Complications in Anemia Are 


Many and Always Serious

I am frequently asked to discuss anem ia 
an d w h a t should be done for it. 
I t m u st be em phasized first that anem ia 
is not a 
single 
disease. 
M any 
different 
things can result in som e fo rm of anem ia, 
an d the term really m eans a d e fic ie n c y in 
th e red blood cells, or hem oglobin (color­ 
ing m a tte r) of the blood, or both. 
T he blood contains small 
ro und 
disks 
called red blood 
cells, 
or 
erythrocytes. 
N orm ally, there are about 4.500,000 o r 5,- 
000,000 of these cells in each cubic m illi­ 
m e te r of blood. (T here are m o re th a n 16,- 
000 cubic m illim eters in 
a 
cubic 
inch.) 
T hesed cells contain oxygen and hem oglo­ 
bin, both of w hich are necessary for h u ­ 
m a n life. 
P ern iciou s anem ia, or p rim a ry anem ia. 
is one kind. The cause of this condition is 
com plicated, and all that can be said here 
is th at th e discovery of the v alue of liver 
— and m ore recently 
V itam in 
B l2 — has 
ch ang ed ii from a disease w hich used to 
be fatal into one w hich can be successful­ 
ly tre a te d in alm ost all cases. 
W ith the exception of pernicious a n e ­ 
mia, the problem boils dow n to finding 
out w h a t has caused the lack of le d cells 
or hem oglobin, or both. 
O ne o f the m ost simple, and yet a fre ­ 
q u e n t cause, is bleeding from so m ew h ere 
in th e body. If a person loses m ore blood 
th a n th e system can replace, an em ia de­ 
velops. If th e bleeding is sud den, as from 
a w ound, the d ifficulty can 
be 
rem edied 


prom ptly by 
stopping 
the 
h e m o rrh ag e 
and giving a blood transfusion. 
If h e m o rrh a g e is slow, it is necessary to 
find w h ere the bleeding comes fro m and 
to stop it if posible. W hen this so-called 
secondary an e m ia is severe it m ay b e n e ­ 
cessary to give transfusions or ta k e o th er 
m easures, including the use of iron p re ­ 
parations, iron being an im p o rtan t p art of 
hem oglobin. 
A nother kind of 
anem ia 
conies 
most 
com m only in w om en betw een 30 and 50 
years old. T h e cause of this anem ia is a d e ­ 
ficiency of iron 
resulting 
from 
several 
things, p ro b ab ly including defective 
diet 
and poor absorptio n d ue to d istu rb an ce ot j 
the stom ach an d intestines. 
ENERGY IS LACKING 
This causes 
a 
feeling 
of 
w eakness, 
shortness of b reath , nervous disturban ces, 
dry hair, sore tongue and paleness. F o r tu ­ 
nately, once it has been identified, it 
can 
be successfully treated by giving iron. 
A nem ia m ay result from the failure of 
the organs w hich m ake the blood to m eet j W ashington, D. C. 
the needs of the body. This dificulty lie 
| C uthbert, daughtei 
principally in the bone m arrow 
aud 
is 
m uch like th e anem ia which comes 
from 
certain poisons. T h ere 
are 
m an y 
othei 
forms of an em ia, too. 
Anemia m ean s som ething is 
seriously 
w rong w ith th e body. A person w ith se v ­ 
ere anem ia feels poorly and is lacking iii 
energy T he cause should be track ed d o w n 
and' prop er tr e a tm e n t employed.

May night soon millions of cray­ 
fishlike cicada nymphs—the “ 17- 
year locusts”—will begin to crawl 
stealthily out of the soil. 
Twenty thousand or more ma) 
climb from beneath a single tree, 
where they have been developing 
for 17 years. 
Then will come the 
spectacular 
individual 
struggles 
in which the cicadas burst from 
their old shells and emerge as 
soft, m ilks-pale 
winged 
adults, 
says tile National Geographic So­ 
ciety. 
They will haicret. ny morning 
into active I *4 -inch black insects 
with transparent, 
orange-veined 
wings and fiery red eyes.

Are Kept Busy 


WASHINGTON—Pilots 
of heli­ 
copters, which arc playing a vital 
part in the evacuation 
of 
Allied 
wounded from Korean battlefields 
and 
prisoner-of-war 
exchange 
camps, sometimes wish nature had 
given them more hands. 
The man flying a “ whirlybird” 
is busy as an organist at his con­ 
sole, says the National Geographic 
Society. He has two controls in his 
left hand, a third in his right, and 
a pair of 
pedals 
keeping 
both 
feet occupied. A crowded 
instru­ 
ment panel is his sheet music. 


No Automatic Pilot 
There is as yet no 
automatic 
pilot for helicopters. Flying the 
rotarv-winged ships calls for con­ 
stant coordination of the multiple 
controls, plus complete awareness 
of what is going on 
outside the 
bubble cockpit. 
To get off the ground, the pilot 
u>-e.s the “ collective pitch” control 
in his left hand to make the whirl­ 
ing rotor take bigger “ bites” 
of 
air. With the same hand he adjusts 
'he throttle to supply more power 
and keep the rotor speed constant. 
The instant the ship lifts clear, 
it tends to revolve like a merrv- 
go-round in the opposite direction 
to the rotor. To prevent this, the 
foot pedals must adjust the amount 
of power going to the small rotor 
at the end of the tail boom which 
keeps the craft from twisting. To 
hover, all three controls are again 
adjusted until the lift just equals 
the m achine’s weight. 
The “ cyclic pitch lever" in the 
pilot s right hand is pushed in the 
desired direction 
for 
horizontal 
flight.

Robe. 
The author is John E. H. Nolan. 
Accom panying his

are photographs that show pictur­ 
esque Lullingstone Castle and its 
silk process, from the raising of 
Bom byx mori, the silk moth, to 
the reeling of silk thread used in 
loom ing royal velvet. Som e 2.150.- 
000 m em bers of the National G eo­ 
graphic Society, more than 100.000 
of them in the British 
Isles, 
re­ 
ceived the story in the May issue 
of their M agazine. 
E ast M eets West 
The silk farm represents a re­ 
cent blend of ancient E ast with old 
West. Shortly after 
the Norm an 
Conquest, says Mr. Nolan. Lulling­ 
stone E state belonged to Odo, half 
brother of William the Conqueror. 
Begun during the

of 
the 
Roses, the present castle frequent­ 
ly was visited by Queen Anne. 
It is now owned by Zoe, Lady 
Hart Dyke, who 
20 years 
ago 
“ struggled against pessim ism and 
apathy to prove that Britain could 
produce raw silk as fine as the 
best from China and Japan.” re­ 
ports 
Mr. Nolan. Both eggs and 
the trees to produce the m ulberry 
leaves upon which the w orm s feed 
had to be im ported, as w as the 
knowledge of techniques perfected 
by the Chinese about 2000 B. C.
